DEAD OR ALIVE. 


THE COLLIERY DISASTER AT 
DUNBAR, PA. 


Further Efforts to Rescue the Vic- 
tims Unavalllng— But Hope is 
Not Yet Abandoned—The 
Mine Still Burning.

DunBAR (Pa,,) June 17.—|By the 
Associated I'ress.] All night long the 
rescuing parties remained at the mouth 
of the man-hole at the Farm IIIII 
mine, but their efforts were fruitiess. 
When daylight broke they were no 
nearer the unfortunate men entombed 
in the burning mine. All hope of res- 
cuing the imprisoned miners alive is 
abandoned, Efforts were made to en- 
ter the burning slope through the 
Mahoney and Ferguson mines. It Was 
found impossible to get near the men 
through the former owing to the for- 
mation of the slope, and in the Fergu- 
son pit the air was so bad it was im- 
possible to travel any distance.

A disastrous explosion teok place yester- 
day morning at 6:30 o’clock on the Kister 
portion of the Lankershim ranch, nine 
miles west of Burbank, by which one man 
was instantly killed and two others seri- 
ously and several others tlightly wounded. 
The boiler of a portable engine exploded, 
causing the accident. 

Atthe hour mentioned the engine had 
steam up, and the work of rolling barley 
was about to begin. The engine was stand- 
ing near the barley-mill, behind the house 
and between the barns and granaries. 
There were between thirty and forty men 
standing about within a radius of 50 feet 
— the engine, and four men were elch

A TERRIFIC EXPLOSION. 


The engineer, Joseph Loughrey, was 
thrown eighty feet and lit on a sack of 
barley, a mangled, lifeless mass of human- 
ity. He never knew what struck him, and 
he was dead when his comradet reached 
him. He had a number of wounds 
about his head and body. There was a 
wound in his side, his hip was fractured and 
his face and limbs badly lacerated.

Various pieces were picked | o 
up all around and among the men, and it 
was almost a miracie that the casualties 
were so few. 

An inquest was held at the scene of the 
.accident by Justice R. A. Marshall of Bur- 
‘bank. An investigation into the causes of 
the explosion resulted inthe acceptance of 
the theory that it was 


CAUSED BY A LEAKAGE OF STEAM 
from the haud-hole under the boiler. The 
air rushing in caused the explosion. There 
was only sixty pounds of steam on at the 
time of the accident.

THE JURY OUT TWENTY MINUTES 


They Were Protecting Their Prop- 


‘ge and Their LIves- W. W. 
Jenkins Badly Scored—Ap- 


plause in the Courtroom. 


The last scenes in the Chormicie and 
Gardner murder trial were enacted yester- 
day, when the concluding arguments were 
made and the jury was given charge of the 
ease. The interest in tus case kept up tothe 
last, and the courtroom was crowded with 
spectators, quite a number of ladies being 
in attendance. Mr. Chormicie, one of the 
defendants, sat with his family, and Mr. 
Gardner, the other defendant, occupied the 
seat at his counsel’s table, which he has oc- 
eupled during the trial. Both followed the 
arguments very closely, but were undemon- 
strative. They have both been confident of 
their ultimate release from the charge 
against them, and their demeanor yesterday 


was that of quiet confidence, 


Alex Campbell, Esq., spoke for the de- 
fonse in the morning, and Assistant District 
Attorney McComas closed in the afternoon 
for the prosecution. Both made able argv- 
ments, Mr. Campbell’s review of tho testi- 
mOoy was clear apd logical, at times start 
Ugly eloquent. He alluded to the connec- 
tion of W. W. Jenkins with the case, and 
characterized his actions and those of the 
men killed as @ conspiracy to wrest W. C. 
Chormicie’s land from him, by force if 
necessary. 

He reviewed ous occurrences 
brought out in evidence, connecting the 
man with the conspiracy, beginning with 
transactions which bappened some time be- 
fore the. killing, and leading uptoit. He 
argued that the defendant was long suffer- 
ing in his treatment of the men conspiring 
to deprive him of his land, and did not act 
until forced to do so in defense of his prop- 
erty and his life. The variances between 

stories told by the defendant and José 
ime were analyzed, and he claimed that 
Mr. Chormicie’s story of the killing was 
more probable and borne out by corrob- 
orating evidence. 

‘The good character of the defendants 
was referred to, and 80 great was the feel- 
ing excited by the argument that when it 
was finished the audience broke out into an 
uncontrollable burst of applause. 

Judge Cheney attempted to re- 
strain the show of feeling by the spectators, 
but they continued to applaud, when he

Supervisor Mosher Orders Their 
Arrest—A; Chance for Sensa- 
tlonal Developments—Af- 
ter Ther Scalps. 


One of Supervisor Mosher’s enumerators, 
to use bis own language, ran against a 
snag” near Anaheim day before yesterday.

Told me to note on the schedule “refused 
to answer on the above xrounds.“ I showed 
them the penalty for refusing and also 
showed that I was under oath not to com- 
musicate any information, but they did not 
regard an oath as any obligation at all. 
asked them for their names and ages, 
they refused to give in any names at all. 
Said I should go to the County Assessor 
and get the names of those who were taxed, 
and that was enough.

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Hints on Fruit-drying. 
J. H. Barber, Pacific Rural Press.) 


In this climate, sun- drying, if prop- 
erly done, will produce an article very 
nearly equaling in appearance, intriusic 
merit and salable value, the best 
| evaporated fruits of all varieties, ex- 

cept apples and pears. The three rit 
ing varieties best adapted to this : 
cess are apricots, peaches 
For drying purposes fruit shoul . 
picked when fully ripe, but while firm 
and bard, and as it ripens upon the 
trees unevenly, they should gone 
over several times, as the evenness and 
fine quality of the product will depend 
largely upon the fruit being in proper 
condition when worked. 
rdinary wooden trays made of red - 
wood shakes will be found most service- 
able and convenient, and far less ex- 
pensive than wire screens. The best 
size is three feet wide and eight feet 
long, and they are made as fellows: 
A frame of these dimensions is first 
made of pine strips, 1x24 inches. The 
shakes are then nailed across one side 
of the frame and common lath tacked 
on over the ends of the shakes, thus 
doubly securing them to the frame. 
You then have a strong tray 3x8 feet, 
24 inches deep, which will hold 60 
unds of green fruit, and is easily 
andled by two persons. 

Apricots should be cut in halves, the 
pit taken out, and the fruit spread 
evenly upon the trays, care being 
taken thatit is only one layer deep 
and the cut side up. To prevent dis- 
coloration, which is caused by oxidiza- 
tion, the fruit, when thus spread upon 
the trays. should be subjected to the 
fumes of burning sulphur from twenty 
to thirty minutes. The usual method 
of doing this, when the operations are 


build a tight, box-like structure, large 
enough to hold several trays at once. 
Cleats are nailed along the inside to sup- 
port the trays, which are slid in upon 
them, say six inches apart, and the 
door or opening tightly closed. A 
smaller opening, say 12112 inches, 
should be left open at the opposite end 
of the box, and this is then tightly 
closed. An ordinary iron spider or 
frving-pan, or any similar vessel, will 
serve excellently to burn the sulphur 
in. In order to make it ignite readily, 
a handful of shavings, struw or leaves 
should be first put into the vessel, 
and the sulphur, to the amount 


| of two pounds, then put in upon them. 


The cheapest grade of powdered sul- 
phur should be used. 
Peaches, whether peeled or un- 


peeled, should be treated in precisely 
the same way. 

Prunes do not require the sulphur 
process, but before being spread upon 
the trays should be dipped in a solu- 
tion of lye water, strong enough to 
cut the skin of the fruit slightly, by an 
immersion of say one or two minutes. 
The fruit is then dipped in clear, cold 
water, and the lye water thus thor- 
oughly rinsed off. After this treat- 
ment, the prunes when dry will be 
found much more tender and delicate. 

When dry enough to be taken in, the 
fruit should be piled in bulk under 
shelter, in compact piles or bins, and 
allowed to go through a sweating 
process for two or t weeks, to 
make it uniform and even.

BIG RANCHES, 


The great curse of this country still 
is the large ranches which lie here, 
there and everywhere, obstructing the 
progress of civilization. As a rule 
they are mere wastes or ranges where 
should be cultivated farms, or 
gardens and orchards, school- 
houses and churches and happy 
homes. Generally these broad 
ranges escape, to a large extent, the 
_burdens of government. Their owa- 

ers are in the habit of paying particu- 

lar attention to the selection of candi- 

dates for assessors in the various agri- 
cultural counties. 

There is a provision of our State 
Constitution intended to meet this 
evil, but no heed whatever is paid to it 
The 
clause in the Constitution referred to 
reads: “Cultivated and uncultivated 
land of the same quality and similarly 
situated shall be assessed at the same 
value.” But nothwithstanding this 
plain provision it is a common thing to 
assess large uncultivated ranches at a 
mere nominal rate, while the small 
cultivated farm or garden by the side 
of them is rated up to its full value, or 
even higher. The burden of taxation 
is piled mountain high upon the 
industrious small farmer in order to 
favor the owners of large sheep or cat- 
tle ranges. This is not only unconsti- 
tutional, but itis a fearful wrong to 
the community. The holding of a 
large, uncultivated ranch is a great 
drawback and a positive injury to all 
the country about it. It is directly in 
the way of progress, prosperity and 
public improvement. It cuts off roads, 
highways, communieation and the de- 
velopment of the commonwealth. 

The only legitimate way to abate 


|} these public nuisances is to compel 


their owners to bear their equal share 
of the public burdens. Let them be 
taxed as other lands are taxed. For 
the complete discharge of this duty 
assessors and boards of equalization 
should be held to strict accountability. 
The assessor who would presume to 
fixa less rate per acre upon a large 
ranch than is put upon the land of the 
small adjoining farmer, orchardist or 
gardener ought to be beld up to, public 
scorn. Totax improved land higher 
than neglected land is to tax industry 
and to encourage idleness; it is putting 
a premium upon profligacy and a bur- 
den upon thrift.

Germany and England Com- 
ing to Terms. 


Proposed Plan for Portioning Out the 
Dark Continent. 


Mary Anderson Quietly Married te 
Young Navarro, 


Yellow Fever Adds Its Horrors to 
Those of the Cholera in Spain 
—Other Old World 
News, Etc.

Lonpon, June 17.—-[By Cable and 
Associated Press.] Lord Salisbury’s 
dispatch to the British Embassador at 
Berlin, containing an agreement 
with Germany, declines Germany’s 
claim that when one power occupies 
the coast another may not, without the 
former’s consent, occupy unclaimed 
regions in the rear. He says this can- 
not be allowed in cases where the 
country is already occupied by English- 
men, but where there are no English 
settlements, England has no title to 
advance against German claims. 

The agreement, in substance, is as 
follows: England retains the Steven- 
son road, which will be the boundary 
between the English and German 
spheres. A line shall be stretched 
from the mouth of Bokurn, on the 
west shore of Lake Nyassa, to the 
mouth of Kilambo on the south shore 
of Lake Tanganyika. Northward 
Germany retains the region as far as 
the Congo State and along the first de- 
gree of south latitude, the boundary 
beyond diverging around the western 
shore of Nyanza to include the 
mountain Mfumbiro in the British 
sphere in order to make the frontier 
coincide as neurly as ible with 
the region covered by Stanley’s 
treaties. In all East African 
territories equal rights of settling or 
trading shall be conferred by the two 

wers respectively on their subjects. 

etails of frontier between Ngamiliana 
and Damaraland remain to be settled, 
but it is agreed in the latitude of Lake 
Ngami up as far as the eighteenth de- 
gree of south latitude, the German 
frontier shall coincide with the twenty- 
first degree of east longitude. In Togo- 
land the frontier is rectified, securing 
the mouths of the Volta to England 
ana giving Germany access to the 
Volta River at a higher point of its 
course. 

Germany cedes the islands of Manda 
and Patta and Somali, comprising a 
coast line of over two hundred miles, 
to England, so that, except the Congo 
State, there will be no competitor 
with British influence between the first 
degree of south latitude and the bor- 
ders of Egypt along the whole country 
lying south and west of the Italian 
protectorate.

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SILVER BILL PASSED 


The House Measure Carried 
in the Senate, 


But with the Bullion Redemption 
Provision Thrown Out. 
The Bill as Adopted Practically a Fre 
Coinage Act. 


Other Congressional Matters—The 
Billto Admit Wyoming Taken 
Up — Proceedings in 
the House. 

By Telegraph to The Times. 
WASHINGTON (D.C.,) June 17.—| By 
the Associated Press.] Senate.—The 
House Silver Bill was taken up and 
My. Wolcott addressed the Senate. 
He said when Senators who lived in 
silver producing States were accused 
of holding sordid and unworthy and 
unpatriotic opinions, and when it was 
said that those who were demanding 
that silver be restored to its old place 
with its sister metal were speculators 
and adventurers and were indifferent 
to the true welfare of the country, he 
would have to be pardoned for feeling 
that he had a right to claim the at- 


' tention of the Senate long enough to 


protest against such intimations and 
against such a method of conducting the 
debate. If it were true, as it was not, 
that the people of. silver producing 
States were governed in the matter by a 
desire to protect an industry on which 
their property depended, large war- 
rant was given to them for such course 
by some of the Eastern States. The 
country, particularly the Northern 
States, seemed to have fallen on days 
when politics were rated at a com- 
mercial value alone, and when polit- 
ical fealty was made to depend upon 
whether the prosperity of the locality 
where the voter resided was to be bet- 
ter fostered by competition with other 
countries or by large and prohibitory 
duties which practically excluded for- 
eign competition. The prosperity of 
the poopie of the mountain S.ates of 
the West had ever to gest chiefly on the 
products of their mines, yet while 
they were less benefited than any other 
region of the country by a high pro- 
tective tariff, they were asked at every 
session to stand by duties which the 
East formulated, and when they asked 
that silver should also be pro- 
tected they were told they were 
sordid an unpatriotic, and that 
their ideas were those of dissatis- 
fied and visionary people. Mr. Wol- 
cott went on to criticise the unfriendly 
attitude of the Administration toward 
the silver question, and said that when 
rrison was nominated his record 
was searched in vain forany noteworthy 
actions. Still the Republican leaders 
of the West made great efforts among 
the farmers and miners and secured 
the success of the ticket. The Presi- 
dent had not exactly materialized on 
the silver question. and the awakenin 
had been rather rude. He venture 
the opinion that if the President’s 
opinion on that question had been an- 
before last election not a 


Bounced 
single State west of the Missouri River 


would have given a Republican major- 
ity—not because a majority of the 
people of those States were not true 
and stanch and earnest Republicans, 
but because they would have wished to 
rebuke overwhelmingly the selection 
as their standard-bearer of one 
who was undmindful of the interests 
of the country, and disregardful of the 
will of a great majority of members 
of the party. An open foe was to be 
preferred to a secretenemy. The rec- 
ommendation of the Secretary of the 
Treasury struck viciously at the inter- 
ests of silver. The act of 1878 was 
infinitely preferable to the bill recom- 
mended by the Secretary. The whole 
purpose of the House bill seemed to be 
to degrade and debase silver; to make 
it a commodity; to reduce it to one of 
the baser metals, and to prevent its 
again taking its place as a standard of 
value. In conclusion, Mr. Wolcott 
said the Silver Bill was of far greater 
importance than the Election Bill, the 
Anti-gerrymandering Bill or the Tariff 
Bill. The conclusion of Mr. Wolcott’s 


. maiden speech in the Senate was at- 


tended with great applause and com- 
pliments from the Senators. , 
The Senate then voted on the amend- 
ment reported by the Finance Commit- 
tee, striking out of the House Silver 


Bill the provision that treasury notes 


issued for silver shall be legal tender 
in payment of all debts, public and 
rivate.“ The amendment was re- 
ected—yeas, 14; nays, 50 - and the pro- 


Vision remains in the bill. 


The Senate next voted on the second 
amendment, striking out the bullion 
redemption clause. Agreed to—yeas, 
57; nays, 7. So that clause is cut out 
of the bill. 

The Senate then voted on the third 
amendment reported by the Finance 
Committee, striking out the sixth sec- 
tion which provided for free coinage of 
silver when the market price is one 
dollar for three hundred and seventy- 
one and one-quarter grains of pure 
silver. The amendment was rejected 
yeas, 16; nays, 46. So the provision 
remains in the bill. 

The amendment fixing the limita- 
tion of the act to ten years was re- 
jected—yeas, 4; nays, 64. 

On motion of Mr. Plumb the follow- 
ing was substituted for the first sec- 
— of the House bill—yeas; 48; nays,

Mr. Reagan offered the following

Kindergartens and Their Location. 


Los ANGELES, June 17.—[To the Ed- 


itor of Tux Times.) If you will, in the 
columns of your paper, kindly answer 
the following questions, you will greatly 
oblige many outraged taxpayers: 

First--Has the School Board a legal 
right to use the public school money 
for the suppart of kindergarten 
schools? 

Second—If such schools are main- 
tained at all, ought they not to be lo- 
cated in the poorer parts of the city 
where the working mothers really have 
not the time to properly care for their 
small children, rather than in neigh- 
borhoods like that of Bonsallo avenue, 
where most of the people are able to 
hire nurses for their small children at 
their own expense? 

Third—Considering the hard times. 
is not a hundred dollars a month ($80 
for salary and $20 for room rent) an 
extravagant sum for the public to pay a 
nurse, to amuse, for three hours a day, 
ten or a dozen small children, some of 
them scurely old enough to be weaned? 

Fourth— Would not this same money, 

aid to these nurses for amusing these 

ew small children who ought to be at 
home with their mothers or nurses, 
have furnished ‘half-day sessions’’ for 
several hundred children of school 
age, many of whom, perhaps, bave but 
a year or two to attend school before 
they will be obliged to leave it to work 
for a living? 

If you are not able to answer these 
questions yourself, perhaps some mem- 
ber of the School Board will kindly do 
so, and inform a long-suffering public 
why they are making such a seemingly 
shameful use of public money.

STATE AND COAST. 


A six-hundred-pound sea lion was on 
Saturday morning captured in an old 
smokestack, at Suisun.

Why Boys Leave the Farm. 
{American Cultivator. | 


There is too great luck of interest by 

a majority of farmers in their every- 
duy work to make it attractive, either 
tu themselves or their children. The 
boys, aud. in these days of widening 
employment for women, the girls also, 
seek lighter, and, as they imagine, 
pleasanter and more protitabie em- 
joyment in cities and villages. 
to u great degree the attraction 
of the city is novelty, something 
*new going on all the time, compared 
with which life on the farm seems dull 
und tame. Yet all city boys are eager 
for life in the country, perhaps because 
in what they have seen of it only its 


more attractive sides have been pre- 


sented. Many who visit country rel- 
tives duzing the summer are enthusi- 
asti¢ in their praise of farm enjoy- 
ments, and declare their purpose to be- 
come farmers when they grow older, 
Perhaps if the change were gener- 
ally made as indicated in these de- 
clared preferences, the result would be 
u good one. Country boys brought up 
to work’ succeed better in cities than 
do many song of the rich. We do not 
attribute this to the temptations of 
city lite, or to any supposed lack of 
them in the country. There are temp- 
tations to evil everywhere. ln thecoun- 
try, however, boys are more generally 
saved from evil by what many of them 
do not like. This is the necessity for 
working. It is the difficulty of con- 
trolling young children in cities when 
not in school that most exposes them 
to evil influences. If there be no em- 
ployment for children in the country, 
the old proverb about Satan finding 
mischief for those with nothing to do 


. will prove true, as. it has under almost 


every conceivabie circumstance. 

Farm help is generally not what it 
ought to be, nor yet what it commonly 
was forty or tifty years ago. Then the 
sons of neighboring farmers hired out 
when the home farm did not need 
them. In this way many of the most 
successful farmers got the start in 
farming and the money with which 
they purchased their first homes. 


Doubtless in many cases the 
experience with different farmers 
was worth as much in their 


after-success as the money earned. It 
is entirely different when the clags of 
farm help obtainable engages in this 
work solely to earn money to be spent as 
fast as it can be secured. Such help 
demoralizes all who associate with it, 
and the generalinability to obtain bet- 
ter help is a strong reason for dividing 
furms, so that the farmer and his sons 
can. work them without being depend- 
ent on others. : 

Farmers have themselves often to 


blame for the dislike their sons take to 


a business in which they find only the 
rough and hard side of life. Pure 
work is not so hard and disagreeable 
as it used to be, before the introduc- 
tion of much chinery 
that, now lightens. it. Still, though 
less Wiagreeable, the boys do not like 
to have its roughest and worst feature 
put ou them. Nor will it make it any
